Noted Sculptor Dies in Agony 
After Treatment by a 
Chinese Doctor. 


Seattle, Wash, August 29.—Louis 
Potter, 39 years old, a noted American 
sculptor, died in great agony in an ob- 
secure hotel on Sixth avenue here to- 
day after undergoing ten days’ treat- 
ment at the hands of a Chinese phyr- 
sician for a skin disease which he had 
been afflicted with almost since birth. 

The exact cause of Potter’s death 
has not been determined, although 
Coroner Snyder is convinced that it 
was not blood poisoning, as at first be- 
lieved. 

An autopsy was held 
nothing definite developed.

To the blare of brass and the roll of 
drums nearly 2,000 Georgia veterans of 
the confederate army marched for two 
hours through the dusty’ streets of 
Marietta this afternoon, bringing to 
a close the fourteenth annual state 
reunion. 

The parade was the longest and best 
executed the history of a state re- 
union, and it was witnessed by the 
largest crowd that was ever in Mariet- 
ta. The most conservative estimates 
placed it at 15,000, and it is probable 
that it was even larger than that. 

Although the parade brought to a 
close the features of the program in- 
tended especially for the veterans, the 
reunion was not officially over until 
a late hour tonight, when the ball for 
the sponsors, maids and Sons of Vet- 
erans at the city auditorium was 
brought to a close. This was the most 
brilliant social function ever held at 
Marietta, and was thoroughly enjoyed 
by everyone of the large crowd pres- 
ent. 
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Thousands From Atlanta 

The attendance tolay was at least 
twice as large this afternoon as it 
was yesterday, when the attendance 
was estimated at 8,000. A large per 
cent of Cobb county’s 25,000 citizens» 
were on hand. Marietta turned out in 
full, while Atlanta sent several thou- 
sand. The interurban cars were packed 
from early in the morning until a late 
hour last night, and in addition, hun- 
dreds made the trip by train or in 
autos. 

Tne parade was, of course, the prin- 
cipal attraction of the day, and those 
who made the trip from a distance 
were not disappointed. it formed on 
the public square promptly at 3 
o'clock, and made a detour of the res- 
idence sections, coming back by the 
square twice as it winded through the 
pretty little city.

A SNAG FOR HITCHCOCKISM. 


According to the Associated Press, a analysis of the 
postoffice appropriation bill passed at the recent session of con- 
discloses the fact that these two important reforms have 
been written into it: 

1. All employees of the civil service, including, of course, 
those of the postoffice department, are exempt from removal save 
after notice and after full opportunity to be heard in their 
defense. This right, it now appears, is removed as an executive 
prerogative, and becomes a fixed and inflexible provision. 

The civil service employee is also given the right, indi- 
vidually or collectively, to furnish information to congressmen 
and .to petition congress.

Pauncefote treaty, if the usual course 
in diplomatic exchange is followed 
there must be many arguments and 
counter arguments submitted on both 
sides before the resourceg of diplomacy 
would be exhausted, thus warrenting 
a demang for arbitration. 
Foundation for British Demand. 

The British foundation for such a 
demand rests upon the broad f isis of 
two special treaties between merica 
and Great Britain in addition”to tlie 
wreat generak*convention creating The 
Hugue tribunal and binding all other 
parties to adjust their disputes by re- 
course to fts methods. The first of 
these treaties, the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, in its third article, dechares 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against any of the nations obeying the 
rules of the canal, and in its fourth 
altticle asserts that no change of terri- 
torial sov feuty shall affect the ob- 
ligation of America and Great Britain 
under the treaty. 

The second special treaty, that made 
between the then Secretary Root and 
Ambassador Bryce four years ago, 
each country to submit to The 

tribunal any differences that 
may arise relating to the interpreta- 
tion of treaties, provided that “they 
dv not affect the vitul interests, tli 
independence or tiie honor” of the 
parties.
